PASS BILL GOVERNING PRIMARY 


firs! Tuesday 
iu August of Even 
Years Is Specified Date. 
Guthrie, Okla., May 26.—The con­ 
ference report on the primary elec­ 
tion bill was adopted today and that 
hill put up to the governor. The bill 
aa finally agreed upon is composed 
af almost equal parts of the Davis 
Mil as passed by the senate and the 
Bryan bill from the house. 
It pro­ 
vides for a mandatory primary on 
the first Tuesday of August in even 
numbered years at which all parties 
shall name their candidates for all 
elective 
offices, 
including 
United 
States senator. 
The bill is slightly 
In conflict with the proposed Taylor 
general election bill as passed by 
ihe senate, in that it contemplates 
registration by the city clerks, where 
the 
Taylor 
bill 
puts 
that 
in 
the 
hands of the precinct election inspec­ 
tors. 
A feature of the bill is a require­ 
ment that all matter printed in a 
newspaper 
complimentary 
about 
a 
candidate during either a primary or 
campaign for election must be tab­ 
led in “at least ten point type” po­ 
litical advertising. 
The house bill for working con­ 
victs on public roads was also pass­ 
ed finally by the senate. 
The con­ 
victs get 25 cents per day for their 
work when they have a family de­ 
pendent.
